ARE  EXPECTED  LATER  TONIGHT  INTO  THURSDAY  AS  A  SECOND  SYSTEM  BRINGS  ADDITIONAL  MOISTURE  AND  STRONGER  SOUTHERLY  FLOW  INTO  THE  AREA.  THE 
HEAVIEST  RAIN  WILL  BE  NEAR  SOUTH  AND  SOUTHWEST  FACING  MOUNTAIN  SLOPES  WHERE  SOUTHERLY  FLOW  WILL  HELP  ENHANCE  RAINFALL  RATES.  PEAK

TOTALS  EXPECTED  TO  RANGE  FROM  1-2"  MOST  COAST/VALLEY  AREAS  AND  1.5-  3"  FOR  MOST  FOOTHILL  AND  MOUNTAIN  AREAS.  LOCAL  AMOUNTS  UP  TO  4" 
POSSIBLE  ACROSS  THE  COASTAL  MOUNTAINS  OF  NORTHWEST  SLO  COUNTY.  RAIN  EXPECTED  TO  TAPER  OFF  LATE  THURSDAY  WITH  MOSTLY  DRY  CONDITIONS 

FRIDAY.  A  FEW  HOURS  OF  RAIN  ARE  POSSIBLE  SATURDAY  BUT  MODELS  ARE  NOT  IN  GOOD  AGREEMENT.  AMOUNTS  AND  INTENSITIES  WOULD  BE  MUCH  LOWER  THAN 
WITH  THE  FIRST  SYSTEM.  THERE'S  ANOTHER  CHANCE  OF  RAIN  FOR  THE  MIDDLE  OF  NEXT  WEEK.
